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Reagan prescribes strong medicine 

Proposes spending freeze in 'State of the Union'

W;VSHINGTON - President HcanM. warninfj 
that budget tieliclts are "a clear ami present 
danger" to the nation, proposed a freeic on a broad 
range of federal spending in his State of the Union 
message Tuewlay. 

The new austerity measures would inciutie $.Vi 
billion in "savintss" - but no tre<-'/.e - at the 
Pentagon over five years, and "standby" income 
taxes and oil surcharges that would lake effect in 
I'jaj if deficits are still loohiiUi. 

Addressing a joint .session of Congress. Reagan 
called his plan to rescue the budget "strong 
medicine." and acknowledged It is more easily 
proposed than enacted. But he pronounced the 
proposal "realistic. 

"Wo can't rely on hope alone." he said. callinR for 
bipartisan cooperation to head off ballooning dcfl-

cits thai "could weaken and shorten the economic 
recovery now underway," 

Whiiu acknowlodginij this Is a "painful period" 
for the [2 million unemployed, Kcagan iasisted his 
economic recovery program is working, "America- 
lsonlhemend,"hcsaid. 

Ho .laid his proposed freeze "on a broad range of 
dotne,stic spending programs" would mean no 
growth in the budget in real terms -- that is. 
iJj.scounllny Intlalion. Withoul ncUon. Reagan said. 
total feileral spending will balloon by SI trillion in

WiUi House SpeafOBr Thomas O'Neill. D-Mass..

on the dais, Reagan also promised he will olfer Jobs 
legislation, endorsed a school prayer con.slitulional 
amendment and new education aid proKrains. and 



askeil for new powers to help .American products 
compete in world markets. 

Heagan. 71. whose rating in public opinion polls' 
has been slipping as he passes the midpoint of his 
term, appeared to lake note of the sag after saying. 
"We who are in government mast take the lead in 
restoring the economy." The line, late in the 
atldrcss. was greeted l)y the first standing ovation 
■ hereceivc<l. 

Smiling broadly. Reagan quipped, "/\iid here all 
this time 1 thought you were reading the papers." 

That drew another ovation, mostly from the 
Republican side of the aisle. In all. the -U-mlnute 
•speech was interrupted 27 times by applause of 
varying length - the longest reserved for 
expressions of concern about the poor and needy 
and declarations he will keep America strong. 

Reagan, wearing a neatly tailored deep blue suit 
and rich red tie. used telepromplers when, pres-

House Speaker Ttiomds O'Neill said Reagan's 
statement that "wc In government must take the 
lead in restoring the economy" was "a historic 
political reversal," 

■Two ye.irs agao. before the current recession 
had even l)egun, President Reagan said that 
■goveniment is not the solution to our problem. 
Ciovcmment Is the problem,'" O'Neill recalled. 

Rep. Guy Vandcr Jagt. R-Mich.. said Reagan a 
speech signaled he is "ready to compromise wlih 
■Iho Con>yta»-ir> an effort 'o sjjcc*! Iho otjaoiu 
re'covei? of the nation." 

"Tiie, president knows how bad It is out there." 



said Vander Jagl. national Republican Congressio- 
nal Committee chairman. 

Sen. Daniel Moynlhan. D-N,Y,. welcomed 
Reagan's call tor "a bipartisan approach In mend- 
ing the economic conditions that have rent the , 
nation. Surely, that is what wc need and that is the 
course that wc ought to pursue." 

Rep. I'^rank Guarinl. D-N.J.. called It "good news 
.,, that the president Is conciliatory, and has 
expressed his willingnes.s to worJt with Congress." 
But. he said. "The bad news Is that the president 
has given us no immediate program to adcciuatcly 
reduce his deficit." 

Gu:irini said the siH-iiding freeze, "while intrigu- 
ing. nttHis to Ih; speliwi out." and that Reagan was 
"merely hedging his bet" with the standby lax 
program. 

Sen, Howard Mctzenbaum. IM)hio, was less 
Impressed with the speech: "M usual, the president 
spoke well, but missed thepoint, 

"Unemployment is our number one challenge and 



yet only two short paragraphs In 11 lengthy pages 
were devoted to the tragedy which affect more 
than 12 million families today." 

Sen. I=:mesl Hollin&s. D-S.C.. a presidential hope- 
ful, criticized Reagan's proposal for a standby tax 
increase, "if the house is stiti burning In li)8(i he 
savs we'll call the fire department." HoHings said. 

Son. Edward Kennedy. I>-Ma£3.. said Reagan 
proposed "tightening the belt of men and women 
whose t)clt has already been tightened." 

"It seems the Democrats do have to offer 
alternatives," including "cutting bacit on the mili- 
tary buildup," Kennedy said. 

Sen. Gary Hart. 0-Colo., also a presidential 
hopeful, said Reagan "may have proposed some 
new initiatives to ease some of the pain, but he has a 
long way to go Iwtore the economic proposals tie 
makes will undo Uic mess hia earlier ones create."

The pay reduction, which would Im part of a 
program to eliminate o projected SfiO.Z million 
revenue shortfall Ixforc June 30. would save 
the stale several million dollars, said Senate 
Majority leader Mark Hicks, R-Rcxburg.

shying away from the plan until now the

Bateman said House Republicans were now 
leaning more toward a Senate GOP budget- 
balancing package. 

Ricks said the 21 Itepublican .senators had 
reached a tentative consensus fora plan to wipe 
out some S33.8 of the shortfall through addi- 
tional budget cuts, accelerated tax collections 
and funding transfers.

Featherston has requested a preliminary 
heartng Into the charges.

Tuesday evening.

Salvador rebels widen attack 

SAN SALVADOR. Kl Salvador (.UPl) - Guerrlllafl 
staged attacks Tuesday In seven dt Kl-.Salvador'E U-, 
provinces, witnesses said, and vowed to siphon a "quota 
ot blood" from troops advancing on leftists In the 
northeast pine forestsol Horazan. 

Guerrillas pinned, down ncflrly-6.000- government 
troops in Morazan. overran four towns In northern 
Cholatcnango province and openai a third front in the, 
province of UsuJutan to the southeast, mlllliiry off Icen 
said.

Star gazing satellite launched 

V/VNDENBKRG MR FORCK BASE. Calif. (UPI) - 
A satellite telescope that scienllsLs say will open up 
nearly the entire universe to mapping and greaUy 
expand man's capability to fathom space was launched 
Tuesday. 

Officials at Ihe Jet Propulsion r^boratory ot 
Pasadena. Calif., the project manager, said the satel- 
lite was catapulted alod by a Delta rocket toward a 
polar orbit circling the earth every 103 minutes. 

A Joint misskin of the United States, the Netherlands 
and the United Kingdom, the Infrared Astronomical 
Satellite is designed to searcKdJ^tont stars and galaxies 
from the heat they glveoff. 

When it reaches polar orbit 560 miles above the earth, 
scientists say. K will be far beyond Infrared-absorbing 
molecules of water vapor and cartwn dioxide In the 
atmosphere and will be able to delect heat sources far 
more distant thanever before. 

NBC reports plot on Walesa 

NEW YORK lUPI) - The man who, shot and 
wounded Pope John Paul 11 and a Bulgarian charged as 
his accomplice had discussed a plot (o assassinate 
Polish labor leader l«ch Walesa. NBC news said 
Tuesday. 

"But for whatever reason the attempt never took 
place." Marvin Kalb. NBC diplomatic correspondent, 
said. 

Kalb, In a report from Rome, said Mehmet AJi Agca, 
the Turkish terrorist who shot the pope, and Sergei 
Wanov Antonov, who was head ot the Bulgarian Airline 
office In Rome, discussed plana to kill Walesa In a 
meeting at the Hotel Archimede. 

- .Walesa visited the Vatican for six days in January 
1981 — four months after the August 1380 uprising and 
strikes in Gdansk, Poland, that gave birth to the 
Independent Solidarity trade union.

"Secondly, this pew arrangement has nothing 
whatsoever to do with the recent threat on my life." she 
said. "It's Just a coincidence ot timing. I am real sorry 
that there Is someone out there who would moke such 
threats. 

"Physically. 1 have never fell belter In my whole life 
and I'm real excited about all the new and different 
projects that are coming up," 

Tennessee sinkhole eats street 

E/\ST RIDGE. Tenn. (UPI) - A huge sinkhole lhal 
opened with a sound "like thunder" gobbled up a chunk 
of road 75 feet long Tuesday and sent water gushing 
from a burst city water main before slowly creeping to 
a stop In a front yard, police said. 

"The whole road Is blocked off. That hole is about go 
feet wide and 100 feet deep right now. It's not growing 
right now and we hope It doesn't start up again." police 
dispatcher Randy Francisco said.

But British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher said: "Ibelievein 
general that a fall In the price of oil - 
although the speed of change causes 
difficulty — is beneficial to world ' 
economics as a whole."

cuts in social programs this year. 
Republicans will not be happy with 
Reagan's proposal for contingency 
tax hikes. 

"Let us in these next two years — 
men and women of both parlies and 
all political shades — concentrate on 
the long-range, bipartisan re- 
sponsibilities of government, not the 
short-lerm temptations of partisan 
politics." he said. 

He singled out O'Neill and Senate 
GOP leader Howard Baker for praise 
for their support tor the Social Securi- 



ty reform package, and lauded other 
members of Congress who worked on 
the commission. He called the panel's 
work an example of how to address 
the nation's other pressing problems, 
and urged passage of the bail-out plan 
by Easter. 

O'Neill quickly took note of 
Reagan's comment that government 
must take the lead In solving the 
nation's economic problems, labeling 
it a significant change in attitude, and 
promised to work with the president 
to spur recovery.

In their formal televised response lo 
the president's speech, the Democrats 
dismissed Reagan's economic pro- 
gram as a "gamble that tailed," and 
oullined their own program for 
long-range economic recovery, a 
strong defense, nuclear arnw reduc- 
tion and energy independence. 

Sen. Richard I<ugar, R-lnd.. said 
Reagan's plan contains Ideas "which 
many Americans would oppose on an 
itcm-by-item basis. But we must send 
the federal deficits sharply down, and 
we will not be able to sustain a strong 
economic recovery without sum- 
moning the political courage which 
Ihepresidenthasaskedfor.'- — 

Sen. Henry Jackson. D-Wash.. said 
Reagan did not say enough about Jobs 
— "II was incomplete." 

Sen. Bob Dole, chairman ot the 
Senate Finance Committee, said 
America "may be on the mend but 
we've got a long way lo go." 



"It was a good speech... conciliato- 
ry In the sense he cited Social Security 
as an area where we had made 
compromise. It's important we do ^ 
more of that this year," Dole said. 

Sen. Mark Hatfield, chairman ot the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, 
said he was "really quite pleased" to 
sec Reagan address the problems of 
equity tor women, educational dcll- 
clencles. a catastrophic Illness pro- 
gram — "a number of these things 
that represent real people-needs in 
thiscountry." 

House Republican leader Bob 
Michel ot llliruls and GOP whip Trent 
Ixtt of'MlssissippI agreed the spieech 
represented a fundamental change in 
Reagan's course, and expressed relief 
that hedid nol take a hanl line. 

House Democratic I^eadcr Jim 
Wright ot Texas said he was glad the 
president had not repeated "that old. 
moth-eaten shibboleth that gov- 
ernment is the problem."

Hall also declined lo comment on an 
indication that a weapon was Involved 
In the crime, since the charge ot 
aggravated assault implies the use ot 
a weapon.

But the arrest did not produce any 
conflrmatlor to speculation lhal the

Blast levels chemical plant

I^Hl, Utah — A violent blast at an explosives 
manulacturing plant Tuesday . killed four 
workers, leveled a storage building and shook 
homes as far as 20 iiillcs away from the Isolated 
complex near Utah I^kc. 
" The 12:30 p.m." explosion at the IRKCO Chemi- 
cal Plant caused extensive damage to the sur- 
rounding complex, and killed four employees 
believed working in the storage building. 

The victims were identiried as Mark Ward. Ray 
Lunt and Gean Beall. all of American Fork, and 
Stacy Smith of Orem. ,\ll four men were re- 
portedly in their 20s. 

The cause of the blast was not immediately 
determined, but federal investijators called it an 
accident, 

A fifth IRKCO employee was treated for shock 
after the explosion. 
Witnesses said the explosion spewed debris tor 



hundreds of yards and left a deep crater where 
the two-story building stood. 

James Parcell. a stale boiler inspector, said he 
was checking one of the adjacent buildings at the 
complex when the massive explosjon "knocked 
me off my feel." 

"I went outside and saw that one building was 
leveled and there was extensive damage to the 
surrounding area." he said. Parcell said he was 
protected from the blast just 50 yards away 
because he was inside a mefal building at the 
time. 

Rescue workers found the Iwly of one man 
blown about 35 feet from the buildlnfj. Utah 
County Sheriff's I.t. Gary Clayton said. He said he 
didn't think the other three Iwdies ever would Ite 
found. 

Utah County Sheriff Mack Holley said federal, 
state and county invcstigatorsJiad blocked off the 
immediate vicinity because of fears there were 
still undetonated explosives nearby. 

Holley refjuested the services of a special 
federal Investigative team from the. Division of 



Alcohol. Firearms and Tobacco to inspect the 
area and determine the cause. 

Nick [)ereta. agent in charge of ATF's Salt 
I.^ke City office, said 17 experts from all over the 
West Ijcgan arriving Tuesday afternoon. 

Initial reports indicated there were 1.500 
pounds of explosives In liquid state In the 
building, but Dercta said there could have twcn 
up to 3.000 pounds. - \ 

Holley said It was the second fatal blast. at the 
IRECO plant. He said 15 years ago two men were 
killctl when the company was testing underwater 
explosives. 

IRKCO makes ammonium nitrate explosives 
for mining firms and it regularly tests the 
products at its plant site. The firm employees 
about i'lfl. according to slate OSHA official 
Ronald Joseph. 

An explosion similar to Tuesday's blast oc- 
curred at the Mining Services International Plant 
west of Granlsvillc. Utah, on July 30. I'JSl. That 
firm also manufactured explosives for mining 
companies.

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Go very slowly on 
state lottery idea 

We alJ know times are tough, but we hope the 
I^gislf<ture doesn't leap into the state lottery business 

■ aa a way of raising revenue. 

The Ijcgislature is considering a proposal in the Slate 
Affairs Committee, it may not get a hearing this year, 
but the temptation may get stronger. Ixitteries look 
like easy ways to raise funds. Seventeen states now 
have ttiem; the latest Is Coldrado. which.opened its 
lottery.thls week. It hopes to raise $60 million to $100 
million this year. 

On the surface, lotteries are attractive. They are.a 
"voluntary" form of taxation. In that buying a chance 
is a matter of choice. The size of the pots are large 
enough to draw buys from thousands of people hoping 
to strike it rich. But there are some disadvantages, too. 

First, they are not dependable sources of Income. 
Participation drops off as people learn how small their 
chances really are of winning. The state is forced then 
to invent and promote new game variations to keep 
public interest alive. That, in turn, means increasingly 
high advertising and administrative costs. 

Second, a lottery is a regressive tax that falls most 
heavily on those who can least afford to play or pay. 
It's appeal is generally to those people who spend 
proportionately more of their IncSme on necessities 
and less on soK:alIed extras, and who bet with the hope 
of getting a lot back for very little. 

Third, it is a form of "sin" or vice tax. A lottery is 
really a form of gambling. In our opinion, there is a 
legitimate question as to whether Idaho should, as a 
matter of state policy, promote that, particularly In 
light of the state's decision several decades ago to get 
out of the legalized gambling business. Nevada's 
long-time commitment to gambling and casinos may 
be line, but we question whether Idaho should re-enter 
that business. 

Fourth, lotteries are difficult to regulate and are 
subject to manipulation and corruption. They turn 
some'iottery-sales outlets into potential trouble spots 
because they dovetail with other forms of gambling, 
such as bookmaking. In which organized crime Is 
common. 

For these reasons, we think the l.«gislature should 
go slowly. If at all. In considering a lottery plan lor

set of news rules imposing clearance procedures on 
members of the "national media" who sought 
Interviews with administralion officials on national 
security and foreign affairs issues. 

This time, accordingloGcrgen.lleagan 
complained ttial his staff couJdnol formulate 
national policy in a f ishbowl. 

White House rcporterssay Ihc new rules will 
significantly change their methods. Until the rules 
were put into effect, many reporters tajked 
f rcf luently to While House staffers on a background 
basis or were given quotes that could be used 
anonymously. 

But If every contact can now be traced, such 
interviews will contain few comments Critical of the 
While House. 

The new Justice Department rules are more 
complex. The federal Freedom of Information Act 
allows broad puliHc access to a widejvariely of 
government documents. It hasaprovision that the 
government shall waive or reduce fees for the 
documents if the Information they contain Is "in the 
public interest." 

Reporters, scholars and research or lobbying 
organizations have argued that fees for locating and 
ivproducing documents should lie waived or 
reduced in their case ))ecau5clhelr main goal Is to 



publish [he information Ibey obtain from the 
government. 

Private businesses, on the other hand, mainly use 
government information to improve tiieir own 
products or to improve thcircompetitive position. 
Thcy'generally'do~notpijljlishtheinrormalion. 

The new Justice Department guidelines warn 
govemment officials that Ihey have an obligation 
'to safeguard the public treasury" in deciding when 
to waive or reduce fees for pcraaas seeking 
government documents. 

They lay down a series of standards a reporter or 
scholar must meet. One of these, for example. Is 
whether the government believes the information, 
if pulilished. will be in the public interest. 

Given the White House's allldudc. Information 
critical of the government would not. in this 
administration's view, be in the public interest. 

Another standard is the expertise of the person 
requesting Ihe informallon. Many reporters reijuest 
Information about issues on which they are not 
experts. 

Under the new rules, the reporter who could not 
(lualify as an expert would likely be turned down 
and 1m; re(]uired to pay a fee. 

The new White House rules probably will Ix; 
ditlicult to enforce. They v^iW have some impact, 
even though White House news reporters are 
notoriously Inventive when 11 comes to 
circumventing censorship.

PEKING (UPI) - China Tuesday 
sfiared the life of Mao Tse-luag's 
widow Jiang Qing. commuting the 
death sentence of the unrepentant 
leader of the Gang of Four to life 
imprisonment for crimes committed 
during the Cultural Revolution. 

The decision not to execute Jiang. 
69. was actually taken by the top 
leadership some lime ago but was not 
officially announced until the day that 
a two-year suspension of her death 
sentence expired.

who also was sentenced to death Jan, 
23. 198t at the close of the rnos>i-\ 
spectacular trial In modem Chinese 
hislocy. 



Nakajima's slatcmcnLs were 
cjuoted l)y Shiro Amaye. a foreign 
ministry spokesman, who said the 
forglf^n minister summoned the Soviet 
ambassador and spoke with him for 
more than an hour, 

Nakajima denounced Soviet 
Foreign Minister ;\jiiirel Gromyko's 
statements in Bonn. West Germany, 
lost week that unless the United 
Stales scrapped its plan to deploy new 
nuclear missiles in Western Europe. 
Moscow would move some of Its 
missiles to the .Vsian front. 

jNakajima .ilso protested a Soviet 
buildup of conventional military 
forces in Asia, including four islands 



off Japan occupied by the Soviets but 
claimed l)y Japan. Amaye said. 

Following the protest. Nakasone 
reaffirmed his pro-U.S. stand at a 
symposium in Tokyo. 

"My remarks in the Unlteil Stales 
last week stemmed from my tjclief 
that Japan should share a oominon 
destiny with the United States." said 
the M-year-oId leader, who look office 
InNovemlJcr. 

The official Soviet news agency 
Tass criticized N,akasone's com- 
ments, published last week in The 
Washington Post, saying Japan 
should become "an unslnkable 
aircraft carrier" to resist a pos.sihle 
Soviet attack.

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Church's role subtle in censorship

sack librarians who object to ihc 
censorship. 

It all Iwfjan on an autumn niiihl In 
rj77. when a llountiful inolher fount! a 
novel that her son hadtheckcd out ot 
the Davis County I.ihrary. 

The title of the lx»k. written by a 
non-Mormon, was "Americana." 

11 Is the saga ot a burncd-out 
television executive who tours the 
nation in the lurbulcnt lOfiOs andlifls 
rock Ijottom (lurinij an explicit sexual 
encounter marred liy vomiting, 
urination and violence. 

The mother IhouRht the l»ok was 
filthy and cave it lo a Bountiful city 
councilman . - . who found the l>ook 
pornographic and gave ii lo the Boun- 
tiful city attorney ... who believed 
tht} book was obscene and forwarded 
It toJeanncI-^yto^,. the director of the. . 
Davis County libraries. 

For I-ayton. il was the first flash of 
litjhtning In a five-year sionn that 
continues even now in tcdcral district 
court. 

The librarian's defense of "Ameri- 
cana" would get her fired from her 
job. forced Into court lo win rein- 
stJienifrif. and sJurmi in the counry 
and slate where she was bom and had 
lived all her life. 

■ On first Rlance. there is no evidence 
that the Church of Jesus Christ ot- 
I^lter-day Saints — the stale's pre- 
dominant religion and most influen- 
tial Interest group had anything to 
do with the way Jeanne I.ayton lost 
her job. 

But in towns like Bountiful and 
locales like Davis County, il Is not 
unusual for militant citizen groups lo 
take fundamental Mormon doctrine to 
heart on issues like pornography and 
abortion — and manifest their faith l)y 
launching crusades against insiltu- 
tlofts like cable television, the public 
libraries and Planned Parenthood. 

It Is not too far a jump, say civil 
libertarians, to link holy wars against 
Home Box Office with the Mormon 
Prophet Spencer Kimball's exhorta- 
tion that his congregation should: "As 
citizens. Join in the fight against 
obscenity in your community. 

"Eto not be lulled Into Inaction by 
the pornographic profiteers. Do not 
let them masquerade licentiousness 
as liberty." Kimball told the 
I.,atler-day Saints at the October I97fi 
general conference. 

Says Shirley Pedler. a native of 
Utah who was raised a Mormon and 
now serves as executive director (or 
the /Voierican Civil Liberties Union fn 
the state; "The bulk of the resistance 
to things like cable television derives 
from the atmosphere created l)y the 
church." 

Adds Karen Shepherd, a native 
Utahan and non-Mormon editor of 
Network, a newspaper for working 
women: "It's kind of a fundamen- 
talist religion. Theyarc still Into book 
burning and guarding the libraries. I 
don't know if that wlH fjoaway." 

When the complaint atx)ut "Ameri- 
cana" first crossed Jeanne I-ayton's 
desk, she dutifully followeti Davis 
County law and convened 'a jury of 
— profMfiional-lihcirlans to-determir-

,\s a commissioner. Swnpp had 
himself appointed to the Davis County 
Ubrary Board, and In Just his second 
meeting declared that "AmcHcana" 
was nothing but rot and IDth." and 
demanded that it removed from 
the shelves, 

"If that filth was in a magazine in 
any store throughout our county. It 
would be pulled from the shelf or we'd 
gel them for pornography." Swapp 
said. 

The commissioner had the support 
of two other members of the Davis 
County Library Board. One board 
member was a political ally of 
Swapp's — the-other was the local 
representative ol a "watchdog" clll- 
ion group, the Citizens lor True 
Freedom. 

The Citizens forTrue Freedom fight 
to keep sex education out of the 
schools, the magazines Penthouse and 
Playboy out of convenience stores. 
R-raled cable television shows out of 
the home, adult book stores out of 
town. Planned Parcnlhood clinics out 
of state and immoral books out of the 
library, 

I^yton again submitted the book to 
a Jury of her peers. Again il was ruled 
worthy. This was in April 1973. Three 
months later. Swapp demanded that 
Jeanne Uyton resign. In September 
of that year, she was fired. 

Copies of "Americana" stayed on 
the shelves of the other county 
libraries while Jeanne Uyton fought 
the board's decision — first with the 
county merit system council, then In 
federal court, again at the mertt 
council and finally before a county 
judge. A crowd of the llbrartan's 
supporters held a protest rally on the 
courthouse steps. 

Swapp responded by labeling his 
opponents — who by this lime In- 
cluded the Utah I.x!ague ot Women 
Voters, members of the state ACi.U. 
the Utah Library /Vssociation. the 
director of the Bountiful area 
Chamber of Commerce, the Salt I Jke 
Tribune, and some prominent local 
clergymen — as "radicals" and 
"subversives." 

A counter-demonstration was held 
Ijy those who endorsed Swapp's ac- 
tions, and a whispering campaipi 
swept the county — forcing Uyton to 
deny In the press the charges that she 
was an atheist and a lesbian. 

By this time. "Americana" had 
received such publicity that there 
were seven re<iuesUi for the Ixwk on 
the Bountiful library waiting list. /\nd 
iwoksiores in Salt I-ake City couldn't 
keep the novel in stock. 

On Jan. 10. 1080 — more than two 
years after the first complaint was 
filed about "Americana " -- Uyton 
was finally reinstated by the Davis 
County Merit Council, which ruled 
that she had been dismissed without 
sulflcient cause.

Such devotion to their leaders 
makiss the Mormons an easy group for 
"ambitious politicians to manipulate. 
: "You will get a statement from a 
president of the church on abortion."

extreme as the Rlght-to-l.lfe position. 

"But the Mormons are like 
-everybody else, sometimes they don't 
look past the hcadllnos. and you get 
AU these New Right political people 
^0 tack on a more strident view of 
what was said to look churchy and 
hook a ride on the Mormons. 

"They promote their view as if it 
was the Mormon Church position. I 
never say anything in the Stale 
lyjgislature from' the church on 
Planned Parenthood, but I saw it from 
,lhe. right-wing radical Republicans, 
who claimed they were just following 
the teaching of the church." 

A vivid example of this kind of 
manipulation occurred In Utah last 
month — and again it was rcsidentsot 
Bountiful who stood at the center of 
the nap. 

Sunday. Oct. 3. 1932. beneath the 
humpbacked roof of the famed Salt 
Ijike City Tabernacle, the most pow- 
erful man in the Mormon Church Is 
about to bring the 152nd General 
[Conference of the I-attcr-day Saints to 
a close. 

For two days, the aged Mormon 
patriarchs have urged their flock to 
avoid the evils of this world: vulgari- 
ty^ stealing, lying. cheating, 
blasphemy drunkenness, fornication, 
adultery, homosexuality, abortion 
,and "all other abuses of the sacred 
power to create." 

Now Gordon Hinckley, the 
^healthiest, most active and influential 
.lOqmber of the Mormon First Prc- 
'sltJency. is ready to sum up the 
important lessons of the semiannual

Manner, who served as lieutenant 
governor of California while Ronald 
Keagan was governor, had spelled out.

Harmcr 
said that those who '■tell the leaders of 
the 1-atter-day Saint Church that they 
should not come forward and speak 
out l)ecausc they would Ik Imposing 
their ifioral standards on others 
should talk to the parents of Rachel 
Runyan." 

The battle over cable lelevislon 
began with Selleneit shepherded a bill 
through the 1081 legislature that 
prohibited the brodcast of any "in- 
decent" material on the cable — the 
law was struck down by a federal 
Judge for lielng impermissibly vague 
and creating "Ihe'inherenl danger of 
undertaking regulation of expression. 

When the 1982 I,egislature tailed lo 
enact new legislation. Harmer began 
his petilion drive, which would force 
the legislators to either pass a 
censorship bill or submit the measure 
to the voters as an initialive. 

According to the proposed law. 
"indecent material" would lie defined 
as: "a human sexual or excretory 
organ or function; 

"Or a stale of undress so as to 
expose the human male or female 
genitals, pubic area or buttocks with 
less than a fully opaque covering, or 
ihe showing for erolic purposes of the 
female breast with less than a fully 
opaijue covering of any portion 
thereof IjcIow the top of the nipple. 

"Or an ultimate sexual act. normal 
or perverted, actual or simulated; 

"Or masturbation; 

"Or flagellation, torture, or other 
violence indicating a sadomasochistic 
sexual relationship. 
' "Which the average person apply- 
ing contemporary standards for the 
television medium would find is pres- 
ented in a patently offensive way." 

.\s Harmer's supporters gathered 
signatures, the legislative action 
shifted to local Jurisdictions. Soon. 
North Ogden and Roy and Weber 
County had ordinances to censor ca- 
ble television. In Davis County, the 
town councils of Kaysville and Fruit 
Heights considered tight restrictions. 

Farther south, the Bluffdale City 
Council banned cable television 
altogether after two-Ihirtis ■ of the 
townspeople expre.ssed their desire 
for control of cable programming.

The cable companies argueu mai nu 
X-rated movies were ever shown on 
their movie channels. They pointed to 
their program guides, which Include 
warnings describing the level of vio- 
lence or nudity. They offered to pro- 
vide key Iwxes so that parents could 
keep the cable channels off-limits for 
their children. All to no avail. 

And as the battle raged, the 
Mormon Church kept up a steady 
stream of invective against porno- 
graphy. 

The Mormon produced newsletter, 
the Church News, carried Ihe text of a 
si)ci'ch given liy Itlhanl Lindsay, thf; 
(llrtclor of Ihe church's political ac- 
tion arm. the Special Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

"Coinnuinitics can stem lido," read 
a headline, and Mndsay urged hi;; 
renders: "Review local obscenity 
liiW.S. Arc Ihcy etfcclivc? Do they 
need revision? Are the penalties 
sevea' enoui;li? Tell lawm;iken; how 
you feci ;il>out obscenity." 

The church-owned afternoon news- 
paper, the Descrct News, got Into the 
act. too. "They published a blunt 
editorial calling on local municipal 
iMxiles to u.se their full powers to 
control cable TV maleral coming into 
their communities," recalls J.D. 
Williams, professor of political 
science at the University of Utah.

Is 
the founding director of the Citizens 
tor True Frcwiom and co-organlzcr of 
the Coordinating Council in Utah, an 
alliance of con.scrvative "pro-family" 
advocacy groups like the Uniteil Fam- 
ilies of America, the Kaj^le Konim. 
Ihe Ulah Association of Women and 
the Moral Majorily. 

She got her start around Ogden, 
fighting adult bookstores and de- 
manding that such "pornographic" 
IxKJkis as "Jaws." "Serpico," "Raisin 
in llie Sun" and "the Happy Hooker" 
l>e baniuKl from scIkkjI libraries. 

It was Beech who (lL-slt'.ned the 
complex network of CJ-TF "wat- 
diilogs" and "block Itiaders" who 
"w;itch over the block where they live 
and make careful note of neighlxirs 
Inclined to uphold morals," 

She even has received letters of 
appreciation and a $100 conlHbution 
from top leaders of the Mormon 
establishment. But she thinks that an 
open-church endorsement can Ite a 
hindrance. 

"Once you start claiming things like 
that, you find people get all apathet- 
ic." Beech says. "People jnoVC.hero 
thinking that Utah is a paradise, and 
that the chureh .speaks and everyone 
Just tails in line. But that isn't true. 
You still have to organize on the 
grass-rooLs level. If Uie chureh were 
enough. I wouldn't have lo put In my 
18-hourdays." 

But even Beech concedes, that "the 
church does influence people.

Though the church frowns on 
such services, there Is iunpie nmi. as 
Utah is a iialloiial leader in Ihe 
number of teenage pregnancle.s con- 
ceived out of marriage. 

The cnisadc "against the orgnnlita- 
tlon finally endc<l In OctolKr when a 
federal Judge in Wastiington. D.C.. 
rule<l thai the government was well 
within its rights lo cut more than 
WOO.OOO from Planned Parenthowl's 
rc<leral grant. 

Now, Wood's organization has had 
to raise the fees il chargcs, and has 
laid of f one-fourth of its employees. 

"In the end. the money might not l)c 
worth It." Woods says, "If we don't 
gel federal funds, then people can'l 
continually stab at us and take us lo 
court and keep us tied up and tied 
down with legal fees. It is a part of a 
ploy to deplete our reserve funds. The 
Ia.st appeal cost us SIO.OOO. 

"It is not the Mormon Chureh in 
terms of policy. All they say [s. 
'Women: here arc the issues. You 
need to get Involved.' 

"But it is a very conservative 
culture here, and the decision makers 
within the chureh and society arc for 
the most part hifjhly conservative 
right-wing people. 

"And the resultant cultural influ- 
ence definitely earmarks our organi- 
zation as bad and corrupt.

The Democrats paraded a car- 
penter, a housewife, a college stu- 
dent, two farmers, an unemployed 
factory worker, two high school 
students, a union leader, a retired 



businessman and a score of Koitsc 
and Senate members to present 
their programs and their ht^pes for 
the nation. 

"Over the past two yein. the 
Democratic Party has offered a 
posijive and realistic tllematlvc. 
buC^c story was missed because 
the failings of Reaganomlcs 
IxKrame front-page news and our 
alternatives were pushed to the 
back page." said House Speaker 
Thomas O'Neill and Rep.

Reagan says he's not worried about polls 



W/\SH1NGT0N (UPl) - Presi-

speaking aginst him now didn't vote 
for him anyway. 

"Are you concerned about your 
. drop in the polls?" a reporter asked 
^during a picture session in the 
!■ Cabinet Room, 

"Not really." he replied. 

Two polls, one by the Washington 



Post and ABC News, the other by 
The New York Times and CBS 
.News, released the day of Reagan's 
Slate of the Union address, show the- 
prcsldcnt's popularity at a new low. 

The I^)st-ABC poll taken Jan. 
18-2.1 found that M percent of those 
questioned disapprove of Reagan's 
handling of the presidency and 42 
percent approve of his performance 
-- a negative shift of 17 points since 
October. 

The Times-CBS poll, conducted 



Jan. lG-19, showed 47 percent dis- 
approve of the way Reagan is han- 
dling his Job and 41 percent approve 
— and - found-lhe-unemployment 
problem the main reason for the 
decline. 

Pollster I»ui9 Harris reported 
over the weekend that a telephone 
poll of 1.254 people early this month 
showed Reagan receiving a 61 per- 
cent negative rating for overall Job 
performance lo 38 percent favor- 
able. 



Protesters offer own assessment of nation 



WASHINGTON (UPl) - Com- 
munity activists, demanding "food, 
shelter.

One of the cities reporting a threat 
was outside I/iulsiana. A telephone 
caller said the water In Brazil. Ind,. 
had been spiked with nerve gas. City 
officials said the threat was a hoax. 

The initial threats In Uuislana 
prompted almost every affected town 



to turn off water systems. Bottles and 
tankfuls of drinking water were 
brought in until testa were completed 
and water systems were flushed. 

But by Monday, after more than a 
dozen threats had been made, some 
communities receiving cyanide calls 
decided against shutting down water 
systems. Residents were told not to 
drink water, until chemical testa had 
been completed.

New cattle pest brings another quarantine

BOISF, - A stale quarantine on Infected 
livestock appears to \x controlling the spread 
of a vinu disease, but a new quarantine 
program to control another livestock pest was 
announced Tuesday. 

The new quarantine, which affects 11 cattle 
herds in eastern Idaho, is needed to control an 
outbreak of psoroptic cattle scab, says Greg 
Nelson, the state veterinarian In the Idaho 
Etepartmcnt of Agriculture. /\nd the quaran- 
tine soon couJd be stretched to cover all cattle 
In Bear Uke. Bannock. Franklin. Clark and 
Caribou counties, he says. 

The quarantine Is duo to a mite that burro\^-s 



under the skin of cattle and causes intense 
Itching. Nelson says. 

"This particularone spreads like wildfire." 

The treatment to control the mite Is rela- 
tively simple. "It's costly, but It's certainly 
solvable." Nelson says. 

Cattle must be dipped In a pesticide solution 
to protect them from the mite. ;\nd cattle 
already affected by the mite must be "double 
dipped." Nelson says. The second dipping 
must occur within about 10 to H days of the 
first. After the second dip. the ciuarantlnc Is 
liftcdonananlmal. 

The purpo.sc of the quarantine is to ensure 
that the "dip order" Is not ignored, he says. 

"It appears we'll bo dipping upwards of 
25.000 to 50.000 head of cattle to get it out of the 
state." Nelson says, 



The disease appears to be confined to 
eastern Idaho, but affected animals may have 
l)ecn sold and moved to other portions of the 
state. The symptoms of the mite -- "scrat- 
ching like mad" and lower feed consumption 
— arc probably evident in thase animals now. 
Nelson says. 

Meanwhile, the quarantine on herds with 
the virus disease vesicular stomatitis may 
have succeeded In stopping the spread of the 
disease. Nelson says, although the quarantine 
probably will continue (or about 30 more days. 

There arc 33 herds under quarantines, 
which last about six weeks. Agrlcultunil 
officials are no longer finding new case;, 
though. 

The number of quarantined herds is below 
the 50 that those officials once cstlmatcti 



would be affected. 

"At first, wc wore concerned that maybe 
people weren't reporting il. The owners were 
so scared, they didn't know if they would Ix; 
hauled in front of a firing stiuad or what." 
Nelson says, "But they didn't sell anything, 
either. They Just sat tight." 

Vesicular stomatitis causes blisters in the 
mouths of livestock and sore feet. The most 
severe outbreaks of Ihc disea.se occurred in 
the Magic Valley. Humans also can contract 
the disease, suffering the same mouth sores as 
livestock, plus flu-like symptoms. 

The disease first appearwl in Idaho late last 
summer. It was supposed to disappear when 
cold weather killed the flies and other biting 
Insects that spread the disease. But the 
disease continued to spread directly (rom 



infected animals to healthy animals. Nelson 
says, .something that had not l«cn thought 
possible. 

Several stales have prohibited the import of 
Idaho dalrj- cattle until vesicular stomatitis is ' 
controlled In the slate. 

A quarantine was necessary to stop the 
movement of infected cattle. thu.s slopping Ihc 
spread o(.the disease, which would allow 
markets In California. Montana and Utah to 
\k reopened to Idaho ranchers. Nelson says. 

I( the ciuarantincs on herds with Infected 
animals had not worked. Nelson says he was 
considering stopping all livestock sales in the 
stale, in an effort to control the disease Iwfore 
spring brought a return of the insects that 
traditionally spread the disease.

Hot tubs can be breeding 
ground for contagious bug

T\V1N FAI.I-S - Occasionally, 
the steaming, bubbling water of a 
' public hot tub holds more than 
promises of rest and relaxation. 
^Three yean; ago. residents of a 
"tlme-afiarc" condominium In 
southeastern Idaho began to de- 
velop a strange, annoying rash, 
mostly on their chests, lower 
bodies and legs. 

When the local health depart- 
ment was contacted, officials 
quickly discovered that alfectcd 
residents regularly used the con- 
dominium's whirlpools or bubbling 
hot tubs. 

Further Inveatlgatlon showed 
that out of the 200 persons using the 
hot tubs and swimming pool. G2. or 
31 iwrccnt. had developed a rash 
and other symptoms, including 
earaches, headaches, sore throats 
and swollen glands. 

Tests revealed the presence of a 
badlf-'a called pscudcmonas 
oeruginosa — often associated 
with public t)athing spots — In two 
of the hot tubs. 

As Brian Dixon, an envlrnn- 
mental health specialist with the 
District Seven Health Department' 
in SI. f\nthony. explains, 
pscudomonas Is a common 
bacteria that can thrive In the 
warm, moist selling of a hot tub 
and is somewhat resistant to chlo- 



rine. Heat from a long tiot-tuo soak 
opens the body's pores and allows 
bacleria to establish Itself on the 
skin. 

While- the uncomfortable ra.sh 
that results usually disappears In 



three to four days, some con- " 
dominium residents were 111 tor 
several weeks. 

The elimination ot the 
pscudomonas was relatively sim- 
ple. Dixon had found that tor a tew 
days, chlorine levels in the hot tubs 
had dropped below the recom- 
me'ndcd safety level, allowing the 
bacteria to grow. 

So. the tubs were drained and 
scrubbed, and the inters were 
cleaned. The swimming area also 
was swaljlHKl down. Aulomatic 
chlorlnators were Installed. 

No future problems were re- 
ported, and the residents went ■ 
back to enjoying relaxing soaks. 

But as the fad of getting into hot 
water continues to grow, Idaho 
public health officials are faced 
with the question of whether public 
hot baths should be inspected and 
regulated, as public swimming 
pools arc now, 

Whirlpools, spas and hot tubs 
have become increasingly com- 
mon at motels, hotels and aUilctic 
clubs, as well as special bathing 
faclUtlcsandlnprivatchomes, • 

And while health officials have 
no jurisdiction over the hot tub you 
put In your backyard,.lhcy do have 
concerns about the commercial 
whirlpools used by the public. 

The more people frolicking in a 
hot tub. the more chlorine is dis- 
sipated, and the more likely an 
Infectious bug might establish a 



foothold, they soy. 

So far. the major problem 
associated with Idaho's public hoC 
tubs, has been occasional out- 
breaks ot pscudomonas - atwut

Councllmen 
Ted Wasko and Avis Allen supported the 
appointments, but confirmation required the 
support of three council members. 

Contrary to the news story In Tuesday's 
Times-News. Whitehead did not resubmit the 
appointments lo council on Monday. 'Instead, 
she left 11 to council to both appoint and confirm 
the candidates for the positions. 



Crothers had not disclosed how he would vote 
prior to Monday's meeting. And he indicated 
Tuesday that he was not satisfied with the 
reasons given by Ilangford tor opposing the 
appointments. 

"Some ot tlie main thinking on my part was 
that you Just can't dismiss someone without 
having .some pretty good credentials." he said. 

Crothers added that he is satisfied that 
council members will continue to exercise 
ultimate control over clly matters and city 
employees. 

"That's what I would like to point out, Wc did 
that under the clreumstances, but that doesn't 
mean we sold the c)ty." he said. "I think that 
might be comforting to people If they are 



misunderstanding Itiat."

Rep. Uwrence Knigge. R-Fller. "Right now. 
the Idea Is to house only drunken-driver 
offenders and bad-check writers at a Gooding 
facility." 



Knigge said he toured the hospital - located 
at the far south end of town — on Satunlay and 
was pleased to find the building In excellent 
condition.' 

"Even the kitchen tacllity Is superb shape. 
Just like when the building was first aban- 
doned," he said. "There are oven some beds 
stillthere and sjime wheelchairs.

/\nd hospital administrator Bill Bums re- 
ported that MVRMC had saved around 92.000 
by purchasing hospital supplies and services 
through a Hospital Corporation of America 
purchasintj contract. Hospital Corporation of 
America provides the management for the 
county-owTied facility. 

In an earlier Interview. Taylor said (he 
hospital was on track financially because 
expenses were lower The hospital also gained 
from Its Investment revenue. 

" We' re paying our bills." he said.

two or three a year, according to Dr. 
Charles Brokopp. a state specialist. 

Certain viruses — causing stomach 
problems and diarrhea — also have 
been associated with accidental 
swollowlRg of water in public hot tubs, 
he says. 

Temperatures of more than IM 
degrees, combined with drinking 
alcohol, have been associated with 
hot-tub drownings in other parts of the 
nation. 

Pregnant women also are advised 
to use hot tubs with caution: excessive 
heat may harm fetal development. 
The U.S. Pnxluct Safely Commission 
recommends lhat pregnant women 
spend no more, than 15 minutes In 



water that Is 102 degrees or more. 

With proper use and precautions, 
hot tubs can be safe, relaxing and 
enjoyable. And thus far. the hot-tub 
and spa Industry has set and tried to 
maintain high standards for itself, 
reports Rvard Gibby. on environ- 
mental health specialist with the 
South Central District Health De- 
partment in Twin Falls, 

However, some slates, such as Or- 
egon and California, regulate the u.<w 
of public hot tubs. Colorado health 
officials, alarmed at the Increasing 
number of commercial balh busi- 
nesses and resulting skin outbreaks, 
arc lobbying for legislation to set 
public hot -tub standards. 
Idaho.has no regulations governing 



hot-tub use. While health departments 
Inspect public swimming pools, hot 
tubs are classified as therapeutic 
baths and not subject to regulation. 

according to Gibby. 

Clbby says the Idaho Department of 
Health and Welfare has formulated 
possible hot-tub guidelines, which 
have been distributed for comment to 
the spa industry and local health 
officials. 

The guidelines cover such areas as 
the construcllon. water supply and 
filtration equipment in tubs. .A max- 
imum water temperature of 105 de- 
grees Is suggested. The guidelines 
also say that jhiblic spas should be 
equipped with a cholrlnalor or disin- 
fectant feeder.

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Knox resigns as Bills' coach 
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ORCH/\RD P/\RK. iN.Y. (UPI) - Chuck Knox resigned 
as coach of the Bulfalo Bills Tuesday and said he may 
disclose today hLi plans lo coach another club, 

"We might havif something tomorrow." Knox said upon 
arrival at Greater Buffalo International Airport Tuesday 
nigJit following a flight from Detroit, where he had a 
four-hour meeling carlicr.wllh club owner Ralph Wilson 
Jr, and handed in his resignation. 

"There are a couple cl options and I have to make a 
decision," Knox said, declining to name a specific team. 
•'ll.willbeinlheNFL." 

• A Bills spokesman said Knox resigned after he and 
Wilson could not agn?e on anextensfbn of his contract. 

"It's ver>' emotional when you put a lot Into it and tunia 
program around," Knox said of his five seasons with the 
Bills, '■il'slough, It'stough." .j 

Knox was entering his final year of a contract he signed 
in 1978 \riien he came to Buffalo from the Ixis /\ngeles 
Rams. During his tenure. Knox transfomicd the Bills from 
a 5-11 club In 1978 to an 11-3 first-place finish in the AFC 
Fast in 1980 and l)aclc-to-back playoff teams In 1980 and 
1981. 

The Bills finished the abbreviated 1982 season with a 
disappointing 4-5 record as the team failed lo make the 
playoffs for the first time in three seasons. 

Although not openly critical. Knox, who compiled a 37-3(> 



record with the Bills, was known to be bothered by the 
club's failure to sign linebacker Tom Cousineau in 1979 and 
again last year when Cousineau relumed to the NFL after 
a sllnl in the Canadian Football l-eague. 

The Bills' contract problems with running back Joe 
Cribbs and wide receiver Jerry Butler also did not sit well 
with Knox. Both players relumed to the Bills this season 
aficr seeking to renegotiate their coiilracls and Crlbbs. 
following a season-ending loss to the New England 
Patriots, said it was his last game In a Buffalo uniform. 

"They've got to do what's going to be bfst for them." 
Knox said, again refusing lo dpenly criticize the Bills' 
management. 

The Bills said a successor to Knox would be named at a 
later date. 

"Chuck Knox did a remarkable job of rebuilding the 
Bills and we wish him luck and succc^ In Ifac future," 
Wilson said. 

The Bills spokesman said both Knox and Wilson parted 
on good terms. 

Shortly after the end of the 1382 season, Knox had

Dummy's club acc was 
cashed and a careless five 
was led to dcciorcr's queen.

Now it was impossible to 
run the club suit and the 
defenders got a plus score. 

A tittle forethought 
makes (he game much easi- 
er. After playing dummy's 
club ace, declarer should, 
play dummy's club 10 to get 
that out of the way. It would 
be silly to run the 10, of 
course, so declarer's queen 
wins, West's spade discard 
reveals the club situation, 
but declarer is now in 
command. He gets back to 
dummy in cither spades or 
diamonds and. the marked 
club finesse brings in the 
game.

If it seems you used more coupons last yearUian ever 
before, there's good reason. 

For the 12th consecutive year, the number of coupons 
distributed by manufacturers took a healthy leap upward 
— from 102 billion coupons distributed in 1981 to approxi- 
mately I to billion coupons In 1982. That's a lot of coupons! 

/Ml this "coupon currency" added up to a lot of savings at 
checkout counters 'across the nation. In 1932. almost Si 
billion was relumed to smart shoppers who clipped their 
coupons. The shoppers who saved the most were those who 
attacked the problems of "coupon chaos" with a little 
organization: a coupon wallet or file, and others who 
played the game of matching coupons up with all the 
' interesting supermarket specials found in ncM-spapcr food 
sections. 

In 1982. there was no cmbarra.s.'imcnl In hjtndinn the 
cashier a fist full of coupons, in fact, it became a kind o( 
status symbol, as surveys showed that you were more 
likely to rctleeni coupons If you were a college graduate 
and had an annual hoiiselwld Income of $25,000 to S34,999. 
(These figures were taken from ORC Marketing Index. 
August 19821. 

'«\nd. it seemed that the larger the coupon file you carried 
with you Into the store the greater the acknowledgement 
and respect you received from other shoppers. (Never 
mind the groan from the cashier. ) 

In 1982. double coupons became a national money-saving 
phenomenon. Shoppers traveled as much as a hundred 
miles for them. They caused hour-long waits for shopping 
carts. They emptied the shelves of couponed Items. But it 
was well worth the effort as the stories of amazing savings 
amply proved. As quickly as they came, these price wars 
Jn disguise left Jusl as quickly -- lo the sorrow of so many 
coupon clippers and the relief of so many supermarket 
managers. 

What was the most popular coupon in 1382?-C^rfet! 
coupons, of course. They had the highest value of any 
group of coupons (an average of 45 cents) and represented 
more than 13 percent ol the total value of all coupons 
redeemed. What was the average coupon worth? If you 
guessed 10 cents, you were way off. The average coupon 
was worth a little more than 20 cents in 1982. That might 
come OS a surprise to many shoppers, especially those who 
still say Ihcy can't be bothered with coupons. 

In 1982. shoppers who went to the trouble of clipping, 
sorting and using their coupons reported savings of S200 to 
SWO. and more It they were able to take advantage of 
double coupons. This far outweighed the cost attributed lo 
couponing. $17.50. based on Department of Agriculture 
rigures"of three-and-a-halt tenths of 1 percent of peir total 
supermarket purchases. ' 

Who were the coupon winners in 1982? We all were! 
Smart shoppers saved money, and both manufacturers 
and retailers sold more merchandise. That's what free 
enterprise is all about.

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Girls play 
big role in 
food sales 

NEW YORK (UPl) - A new study 
o( family stumping habits casts 
tcenagcd ^rts In on Increasingly Blg- 
nlKcant role. 

Thousands not only do the shopping 
for their mothers, but they also often 
make buying decisions on their own., 
the survey shows. 

."With so many mothers working, 
teen daughters are often actual 
partners in managing the home." 
says Ruth Clark, senior vice president 
of Yankclovlch. Skclly and White, 
which made the study for Seventeen 
magazine. 

"They may have little choice In the 
matter, but the fact is they're the ones 
who have the time to go out and do Uie 
buying." Mrs. aark says. 

The girls and Iheir mothers were 
asked about their buying decisions on 
nine different kinds of packaged 
goods ranging from breakfast cereal 
ami bar soap to pet food and on five 
types of durables: stereos, typewrit- 
ers, luggage, sheets and pillowcases 
and microwave ovens. 

More than 80 percent of the mothers 

said breakfast cereal purchases had 
been Innuenced by the tocnaged 
daughter. Some hod bought it on their 
own. and others led their mothers to 
do so. 

AtMut G2 percent of the mothers said 
diet soft drink purchases also were 
Influenced by the daughter's opinions 
or personal buying. 

The same factors were cited by 68 
percent ot the mothers lor toothpaste 
purchases.. 5& percent lor bar soap, 
and 35 percent for pet food. 

The survey was made during 
September-October 1982, using ques- 
tionnaires and personal Interviews 
with a national probability sample of 
C33 pairs of mothers and their dough; 
Icrs, ages 13-19. The sample Is prfr 
Jectlble to the 9.1 million American 
households Tn which there are both a 
mother and one or more teenaged 
dau^lers. 

Questions about packaged goods 
applied to purchases during the year 
preceding the survey. Those about 
durables, to two to three years pre- 
ceding the survey. 

The Interviews were conducted in- 
dependently with parent and child. 
Mothers were asked to fill out a 
questionnaire while the slaughter 
* selected for the study was Interviewed 
pcrsonnolly In another room by a 
representative of the research firm. 

Among durable, goods, teenaged 
daughters' total In^oencc on a stereo 
purchase was 47 percent; and on 
brand, 49 percent, 

In almost all the 14 products stud- 
led, mothers said their Icenogcd 
daughters had significantly Innu- 
enced their choice ol brands.

I'incappic Upside Down Cake Is an 
American classic, but Just when it 
was bom. no one knows for sure. 

AcconlinK to Carole Frani ot Castle 
St Cooke Foods' Dole Pineapple, Ihc 
recipe couldn't have Ixan developed 
belore 1903 Ijccausc canned pincpple 
wasn't Invented until then. 

But It i.s olivlous Americans were 
well aqualnted with the cake by 1925 
when the Hawaiian Pineapple Co.. as 
Dole was known then, ran an ad for a 
recipe contest, looking for creative 
and original recipes using pineapple. 
The contest draw a response of TjO.OOO 
recipes - 2,500 oi which wre lor 
Pineapple Upside Down Cake. 

Franz sa>'s food history authorities 
report the term "upside down cake" 
wasn't used much before the late 19th 
century, but that style ot liaking could 
date as far back as the Middle Ages. 

The early recipes for Pineapple 
Upside Down Cake were made in 
skillets " probably cost iron ~ and 
cooked on top of the stove, mlhcr than 
In theovcn. "nils technique dales Iwck ....

Q. Can you give mc a recipe for a 
chewy molasses cookie? ~ M.C. 

A. This Is the standard recipe for a 
molasses cookie, a staple In cookie 
Jars when- sugar was cither too 
expensive or not readily avoHablc In 
early America. 

MOLASSES COOKIES 

'/c cup butler (old recipes used lard) 
cup sugar 

1 cup dark or light molasses, de- 
pending on taste 

4 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon soil 

1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 '/i teaspoons cinnamon 
Va teaspoon cloves 

1 teaspoon ginger 

Melt the butter In the molasses over 
low heal, stirring frequently so mix- 
ture will not boll. Ut It cool to room 
temperature, and add the sugar. Slit 
the flour with the salt, baking soda 
and spices, and add to the molasses 
mixture. Chill the dough if It is too soft 
to handle. Roll out about '/i-lnch thick 
on a yghtly floured board. Cut with a 
large^ floured cutter, and ^loce on a 
greased baking sheet. Bake 8 to t5 
minutes In a 375-degree oven, depen- 
ding upon the size of the cookies, or 
unllJ they are JJghl brown. I..oosen 
from the pan while still quite warm, 
and cool In a single layer on a rack. 

Q. Please help me. 1 am looking for 
the recipe for coconut bars that was In 
the recipe book that, came with the 
Sunbeam Mixmaster. It was a favor- 
ite of my friends and myself. - M.M. 

A. 1 don't have the particular book 
you mention, but hopefully one of our 
readcrs,wlU help. 

Q. You once gave a recipe for 
turkey chop sucy.

Vegetarian 
diet lowers 
pressure

W.\SMINGTON (UFI) -Australian 
researchers report that a small group 
of healthy hospital workers developed 
significantly lower blood pressure 
when they gave up meat and switched 
to a vegetarian diet for six weeks, 

Just what It was in their milk, eggs 
and plant diet that was responsible for 
the drop In blood pressure during the 
study Is not known, but the scientists 
said It apparently was not related to 
sodlumor potassium Intake, 

The blood pressure drop was most 
evident during the final week of the 
vegetarian diet period and blood pre- 
ssure relumed to previous levels 
within rive to six weeks after the 
volunteers relumed to their normal 
omnivorous diet, 

Blood pressure is a major health 
problem in the United States affecting 
anywhere from 30 million to 60 million 
people. It Is primarily treated by 
drugs, reduction of sodium Intake and 
weight-reduction diets. 

The scientists, who conducted the 
vegetarian study are tram the Unl- 
" "vcrislty of Western Australia: Royal 
Perth Hospital and the National 
Health and Medical Research Unit In 
Perth. They reported the findings In 

p Ann f\ Ip-inf nf Ijinr-cl n nHtkh 
medical Journal. 

The study was prompted by several 
population ' studies suggesting that 
vegetarian diets had a blood pressure 
lowering effect. 

The 59 test subjects between the 
ages of 25 and 63 were selected from 
93 volunteers on the staff of the Royal 
Perth Hospital. One group was ran- 
domly. put on an omnivorous diet (or 
14 weeks while two other groups were 
put on an omnivorous diet for the first 
Iwo weeks and then on q lacto-ovo- 
vegetarian did for one of two six- 
week experimental periods. 

There was no change In the blood 
pressure of those who remained on the 
meat diel, but the scientists said there 
were significant drops In blood pre- 
ssure In the other two groups when 
they wereon a vegetarian diet.

How onlinary we would find 
chicken soup without the flavorful 
addition of dill. And how dull and 
repc'lilious would Iw the various fish, 
di.shes that fyace our lahles 
Ihrout^hout Ihc monlh-s. if it were not 
for the puni;enl and somewhat sour 
properties of thi.s plant. 

Cucumtwrs liven up wheri.dill i.i 
addeil to Ihc spices thai transform 
them into pickles. Potatoes perlt up 
nicely when accented with dill, as do 
such [oo(U as sour cream, yotiuri. 
cQiiagQ chei\sc and salads. 

The Scandinavians love dill, and its 
feathcri' leaves and flat seed are vital 
elements in the cuisines of central and 
eastern Kurope. 

The word dill is o( Saxon origin: 
dlllan. which means to lull. Perhaps 
this name came afwut because dill 
water was often us&i hy mothers' to 
soothe and pacify their crying infants. 
In herbal medicine, dill Is iKlicved 
capable of ending flnlulcncc and 
calming the most deilcalc of digestive 
systems. 

1*he leaves of the dill plant are 
ret^raxl Id as dill weed. It is used In 
frcshand dried form. The fragrance 
of dlThwecd is not only a flavorful 
ndiDtiopJ'" potatoes, cucumbers and 
cauliflower, but its feathery, 
liligrcc-tikc leaves make a most at- 
tractive garnish. U you use fresh dill 
weed, be careful to wash it well, as 
dirt sticks to the Intricate leafs. 

Dried dill weed and dill seed are 
readily available In supermarkets, 
and the fresh weed also can be found 
from time to lime. This herb should be 
stored as other herbs are. Fresh dill 
weed will keep in the refrigerator for 
several days if sealed in a plastic bag. 

To keep the dill longer, first wash it. 
then place It stem side down in a 
canning Jar filled with about one Inch 
of cold water from the tap. trimming 
the stems if necessary to make it (it 
Inside. Store In the refrigerator, 
changing the water every throe TIays 
or so. 

If you want to plant your own. 
remember that dill Is 'urf annual and 
. .musL be planted from seed. It can be. 
planted Indoors, or oulslde In the 
spring, and needs full sun. The seeds 
germinate quite quickly. In about 10 
days to two weeks. If planted outdoors 
in the spring, the seeds will form in 
July. 

The fresh leaves should be taken 

from the plant l>efore the seeds form 
In tlie flower heads. When the seeds 
form, which tliey do quickly once the 
flower appears, remove Uiem by cut- 
ting the seed heads, and then allow 
them to dry until they become brown. 
They wilt dry well Just by being kept 
in a paper bag.

The rules say food labeled reduced 
calorie must be at least one-third 
lower in calorie content than a similar 
foob In which calories are not re- 
du(9cd.

Ijibels also are required to list 
vll^mln and mineral content, the 
number of calories per serving and a 
definition of serving site In an Idcn- 
linjlble unit — a cup or a slice, as 
exionples.
